as ever. 
Little light 
is 
shed upon the visits of Baron Kane- 
l:o to Oyster Bay. 
The Ja p a n e se do

dium of communication with the pres­ 
ident. 
They go no farther than to re­ 
iterate that Mr. Roosevelt understands 
their position and that they have the 
fullest confidence in him.

she is prepared to make, if she is pre- 
I ared to m a k e any, or formally pro­ 
pose collective consideration of all the 
articles still in dispute.

Gregory, Mo., Aug. 22.—Three cases 
of yellow fever have developed here 
within the past twenty-four hours. All 
are Italians. 
One victims has died 
and the two other cases, discovered 
Monday morning, are said to be very 
low. 
The three infected Italians with 
four others of the same nationality 
were brought up the river to Gregory 
recently from Greenville, Miss., and 
we re employed at track work by the 
Burlington railroad. 
Sunday one of 
the men taken suddenly 
ill was re­ 
ported 
dying and when 
physicians 
called they promptly reported the pa­ 
tient suffering from 
genuine yellow 
fever. 
He was isolated, but died with­ 
in a few hours.
